Profeator McDonald did not Sud 


much about the Legislature that waa 
worthy of praise, and be ridiculed tbe 
constitution of the State. lie Beemec 
to be considerably disappointed be- 
cause the Governor could not 
bin way clear to support tbe Union 
and work for a constitutional con 
veution, an tbe 
most determined 


opposition came from that source. Hi 
wld that tbe Ueueral Anembiy wu 
not trying to give a constitutional con- 
vention but on tbe other hand was 
trying how to devise an excuse for not 
doing so. He said that tbe conditions 
make disgraceful practices possible be- 
cause It IB too easy to control the Legis- 
lature. It is not tbe plan of tbe Citi- 
zeus Union to crush the small towns. 


In speaking: of the power of the Gov- 


ernor he said that tbe Constitution 
gives merely a puppet Governor, who 
practically has no power whatever, for 
whatever power he had has beeu taken 
away from liitu, and the people are de- 
nied an executive check on the Legis- 
lature.

The aecond week of the April session 


of the cominon pleas division of the su- 
preme court was a much busier one 
than the first. 
The criminal docket 


was in order and there were several cases 
for trial. Of these by far the longest 
was that against'Carl Matthtes.accused 
of aseaulting Mm. Tallmau. 
The de- 


feudeut was acquitted after several 
days' trial, bis case being conducted 
by Attorney Levy who put a great deal 
of conscientious effort into it. 
Mr. 


Levy wu tbe recipient of a host of con- 
gratulations when his client was ac- 
quitted, as it was realized that had it 
not been for bis masterly presentation 
of the case such a result could not have 
been reached. 


The second week 
of the session 


opened ou Monday when the criminal 
side of the docket was hi order. 
The 


case of State vs. Francis H. Tallman 
for promotion policy was called for sen- 
tence. The State did not ask for a jail 
senlrncc and i he court imposed a lino 
of $7o and costs. 


A jury wasempanneled with George 


L. Ferrin as foreman to hear the case of 
State vs. John fiosenkraus of Tiverton, 
charged by the dog constable of that 
town witli keeping an unlicensed dog. 
I'here was some question as to the own- 
ership of the dog, the defendant deny- 
ing that it was Ills. Tbe jury returned 
a verdict of not guilty. 


At tiie afternoon session tlie case of 


State vs. Carl Mattbies was In order, 
i'lie defendant was charged with assault 
upon .Mrs. Clara Tallman on the even- 
ing of .March 1, Iflbo. 
In the lower 


court lie was found guilty and had 
taken an appeal for a jury trial. 
Tlie 


lirst witness was Mrs. Tallmau who 
told of the circumstances of tiie assault 
and said that tlie defendant when 
brought to see her by Capt. Garnett 
begged lo be let off and said that he 
would uever do it again. 
On Tuesday 


Capt. Oarnett took the eland and told 
of his investigation of the case. 
He 


told of taking tlie defendant to see Mrs. 
Tallman and said that she identified 
him and that the defendant confessed. 
He was sharply cross-examined by Mr. 
Levy who endeavored to show that tlie 
police had taken him for n scapegoat 
and tried to force him (o make a con- 
fession. 


For tlie defense Mr. Levy put o: 


several of tlie boys who were in tli 
club room and restaurant uear where 
Mrs. Tallmau was assaulted to show 
what time (lie defendant started fo 
home. Thedefendaiit took the stand it 
ill's own behalf. 
He denied commit- 


ting the assault and said that be did 
not make a confession although he was 
willing to pay a line provided that In, 
mother did not hear of the charge 
against him. 
He said that he arrived 


at home ou Sacliuest Neck before mid- 
night ou the night in question. 
Ilia 


testimony in this regard was corrobor- 
ated by Mr. and Mrs. Peckliam for 
whom be worked. 


Wednesday was largely devoted to 


arguments by counsel and it was late in 
tlie afternoon before tlie case waa given 
to the jury. The jury was out less than 
an hour and returned a verdict of not 
juilty. Then* was considerable rejoic- 
ng among tile friends of the defendant 
and of Mr. Levy.

It was decided at a council 
of war that General John B. Gordon 
and General Fitz Lee should attempt 
to hew a path through Sheridan's 
ranks on the went and lead the march 
to Lynchburg. 


Robert E. Lee In person repaired to 


th* picket line the morning of the 9th, 
hoping to meet Grant there for a con- 
ference under a flag of truce. 
He 


found awaiting him a note from Grant 
stating definitely thathe'(Grant) would 
not treat for peace. Grant at the mo- 
ment was eight miles distant, and Lee, 
having learned meanwhile that Gordon 
and Fit* L«e reported strong column* 
of Federal Infantry on their front as 
well a* Sheridan'* cavalry, wrote ask- 
ing for an Interview with Grant to dis- 
cuss term* of surrender. 


The generals met about 1 o'clock at 


the house of Wllmer McLean, in the 
Tillage of Appomattox, and the details 
for the surrender of the Army of North- 
ern Virginia were arranged. The terms 
were parole of officers and men. with 
the privilege of going home. The pri- 
vate property of officers paroled was 
not to be disturbed, and soldiers who 
claimed horses were allowed to keep 
them. 
"They will need them to do 


their spring plowing," said Grant. The 
•urrendur embraced about 28.000 men, 
but only about 8,000 delivered up mus- 
kets. 
Fitz Lee withdrew his cnvalry 


before 
the surrender 
and reached 


Lynchburg. 


The historic Sunday. April 0, ISOo, 


closed with a friendly meeting between 
the officers and soldiers who had fought 
one another so zealously for four years. 
The Federals shared their rations with' 
the southerners, who at times upon tills 
last march had lived upon raw corn. 


On the 10th Lee made a farewell ad- ! 


dress aud started for Richmond. Grant : 
set out for Washington the same day . 
to see the president, who had reached 
there' the day before, having left Rich- j 
mond ou the (jth. 


Ou receiving the news of the surren- 


der of Lee, Jefferson Davis abandoned 
Danville, the new capital of the Con- 
federacy, and started south under a 
light escort with considerable treasure 
In specie. He was captured at Irwlns- 
Tllle, Ga., May 10 and llinprlsoned at j 
Fortress Monroe. The very last hope 
of the Confederates, the army under 
General Joseph E. Johnston, confront- 
ing Sherman In North Carolina, sur- 
rendered April 20. Other surrenders 
followed, the last of importance being 
that of the trausmississippi forces May 
20. In all 17S,000 Confederates were 
released on parole. 


While the surrender of Lee, virtually 


the end of the war, was hailed with 
the wildest rejoiciug all over the north, 
there was no unusual demonstration 
among the victorious troops. 
General 


Longstreet said that Grant refused to 
allow- an artillery salute to signalize the 
event. Lee's surrender had long heen 
expected as a result of the Petersburg 
campaigu and was n foregone conclu- 
sion after the fall of the city. And yet 
it took mauy days for the soldiers to 
realize that all was over. Grant's'troops 
remained In their old camps ardund 
Appomattox. maintaining the usual dis- | 
cipnne, with outposts guarding against 
possible forays by partisan bauds.

a* the President in fond of nayhiK, 'h* 
adminlBtratiou in daily demoUBlrutillK, 
in a ijuiel and unobtrusive manner, 
the Iwuetlls whlcli this country can, 
and has, and will continue lo bestow 
on the Philippines, not out of pure phil- 
aiithrophy, of course, but an a result of 
determination to deal fairly with "the 
little brown man" and becaute of the 
long experience and superior w isdoru 
of the UnitedJSiaies. The experience 
wliivli the American colouies, ihe early 
Federation and the Infant Kepublic 
gained at high cost, the little Filipino 
is proliting bv now. In time he will 
enioy all tbe'proriperity of tills country 
anil will not have paid half Ihe price, 
no, not a tithe of that which 
the 


sturdy American was compelled to pay 
before he knew as much about govern- 
ment and economies as he does now. 


For Uie lirst lime in their history the 


Philippines enjoy a stable currency, on 
the metric svsiem, and ihey have made 
money acquiring it. Under the falher- 
Iv guidance of the Bureau of Insular 
All'airs, winch directs all things i'hil- 
ipp'ine, bonds were issued to mainiaiii 
the parity between the Filipino coin- 
age and gold and the premium ou 
these bonds has amounted to from 
11.18 to .J2.51 on each $100 of every 
issue. As the first two issues were 
refunded, the 
premium 
was near- 


lv doubled so Ihnt ihe entire trans- 
action has in itself proved very pro- 
tilable. Then bonds were issued to 
purchase Ihe Friars' lauds which will 
now be opened to private settlement. 
Bonds were issued to raise ihe purchane 
price of these lands and on ihe total 
issue of J7,000,000 the premium was 
$7.57 on every $100. 
Wheu the lands 


are sold to private paities, in small 
areas, the purchase price will be aggre- 
gated 10 pay oil' the bonds and it is prob- 
able thai Ihe purchase price will con- 
siderably exceed Ihe total bond issue. 
The lasi Issue of Philippine bonds made 
on March 10, amouuled to $2,500,000, 
was many limes oversub-cnued and 
brought the highest recorded pienmini, 
JO.Oli'ou every HOO. The proceeds of 
ibis issue will be devoled lo such pub- 
lic improvements as port and harbor 
works, bridges, school buildings, court 
houses, peual institutions, etc. 


Not only has the Philippine govern- 


ment been able to sell its bonds at a 
premium, because, of couise, of the 
credit uf the United States, aud iu 
marked contrast with those little Re- 
publics iu South America, for iustauce 
where the money lenders exact ruinous 
discounts, but uow lhat the money is 
iu the Philippine treasury it will be ex- 
pended under the supervision of the 
best meu this country can all'ord, men 
whose long experience in contracting 
for public Improvements will insure to 
the Filipinos the full value of every 
dollar of public funds expended. Thin 
affords another sharp contrast to the 
usual course followed in new and weak 
Republics. 


During the la it session of Conguss a 


bill of the utmost Importance to the 
Philippines was enacted. Us most im- 
portant provision authorized the Philip- 
pine government to guarantee 4 per 
cent interest ou bonds to be issued ,by 
companies which will construct the 
railways 
iu the 
Archipelago, such 


bonds 
being limited to the acinal 


amounts invested iu railway construc- 
tion. When Ihe bill anthori/ing the 
gnnranlee had passed the Hoii.-c and 
ueen favorably reported lo the Senate 
i! contained certain loop-holes by » Inch 
the Filipinos might have been swindled 
unmercifully bv unscrupulous railway 
promoter.-, but just before il was placed 
on passage, Senator Spoonel, 
Inan 


whom there is no more capable Liwyer 
in Ilie country, ami whose early ex- 
perience as attorney for and receiver of 
a gieat railroad tendered him familiar 
wnh Ilie practices of promoters, redraft- 
ed the railroad section of the bill and 
put it in the form in winch it passed. 
Now, Secretary Tuft, a lawyer of ex- 
ceptional ability, rtenator B ,iley, also 
an able attorney, and Attorney General 
Moody and cx-Aitorney General Knox 
asset t that no sironger piece of railroad 
legislation was ever passed and that 
the interests of the Filipinos are safe- 
guaidtd in every conceivable manner. 
If such a measure had been left lo the 
lender mercies of a Filipino Senate is 
it likelv that thtre would have been a 
Spooner to safeguard Ihe interests of the 
people? 


In one respect Congress has perhaps 


failed to do justice to the Philippiue*. 
as yet. But progress has been made 
and Ihe proper legislation will probably 
be enacted next session. This is in re- 
gard lo the larift'. The Philippines de- 
serve free trade with the United States, 
such as is now enjoyed by Porto Hico, 
Hawaii, etc. Hearings ou a bill pro- 
viding for admission to the Uuited 
States of all Philippine products except 
sugar and tobacco free of duty and ou 
these a duty of 25 per cent, have been 
held aud the bill is expected to pasa 
uext sessiou, while eventually entire 
free trade will be accorded to the isl- 
ands. Now the Uuiteo Stales is bound 
by treaty with Spain to admit Spanish 
goods lo the Philippines at as low a 
duty as is accorded any other country, 
and so a duty of about 20 j>er cent, is 
collected ou all imports into the isl- 
ands. This pledge holds good until 
1909, after which free trade will doubt- 
less be accorded. Meanwhile, Ihe duty 
allbrds revenue to the Philippines and 
all the duties collected on imports from 
the Philippines, entering the United 
States, are returned to the Philippine 
treasury, so that the Islands tare very 
well under the existing arrangement.

two percent. 


Where Ihere is no competition he 


claims that rates are fully as high lu 
the United States as in Germany and 
also asserted lhat the comparison was 
also uot unlavorahle to Germany when 
when the freight rates on all goods of 
the higher classes were compared. 
It 


was only on low-grade bulkv shipments 
which could be carried a lotig distance 
without breaking bulk, that he found 
the rates per ton per mile distinctly 
lower than lu Germany. 
He also 


claimed that the American roads made 
up, in some measure at least, for their 
lower freight rates b> charging higher 
rale's for theirjpassenger traffic, and he 
made comparisons which were favor- 
able to the German passeuger sche- 
dule. 


The argument of the German commer- 


cial interests fur lower rates in order to as- 
sist maiiufaciurersin Ilieir export busi- 
ness and aid tin m iu their battle for a foot 
bold in the outside markets, has caused 
some marked modifications in ihelarili 
on goods for export. It is, of course, 
quite impossible for Hie government lo 
satisfy the commercial inter'esiN In the 
mailer of rales, aud the report of every 
chamber of commerce throughout the 
empire annually devotes some pages to 
argument and recommendations for 
further reductions. 


Not all of th« roads Iu Germany are 


under slate control, but it seems not 
linprob:.be that the staie will trentim:],- 
operale all of the lines. 
No charters 


are given for lhe building of roads by 
private enterprise that do not contain 
the proviio that they may be acquired 
by the state after a given number of 
years. 


While we are Inclined to critcise Eng- 


lish railroads with much freedom., they 
have a record in oue respect which our 
own railroad managers must look upon 
with respect. The gross earnings of the 
English roada never show an unfavor- 
able fluctatiun, as compared with a pre- 
vious year, of over oue and one-half per 
cent. With nil the talk of poor railway 
management, of decadent industries 
and of the ecomouic evils of war, it is 
confusing to find that the commercial 
development of Great Britain, measured 
by her gross railroad traffic, presents an 
almost unbroken record of advance. 
Net earnings, however, have been bad- 
ly cut into by the rise in wages and by 
the higher cost of fuel.- F. A. Vauder-
